not news of ſome great Loſs or other. 
And whilſt all things thus ſeem to con- 
ſpire th:ir Ruine, Philotimus plays the 
Devil and all among them, not only 
hanging, impriſoning, and fining at plea- 
ſure, but making them ſwear and. for- 
ſwear, as if he were reſolved; not to 
leave one honeſt Man among them,; and 
this they think the onely way to make 
them God's Favourites, by which you 
may perceive with how great Reaſon 
one of his bold Levites, juſt as I left 
Uropia, ſtyled him, Their Deliverer from 
Slavery both of Soul and Body. 

Phil. Heavens bleſs me! Were ever 
Men arrived to that height of Wicked- 
neſs, as to outface God, and make him 
the Patron of unheard of Villanics ?
